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Intruder Watch Memo 2-76 


1. Our new and intensified Intruder Watch Program went into effect 
June 10, and already things are rolling. To this date, we have received 
confirmations from the FCC monitoring branch for five of the BC stations 
on our forty-meter exclusive amateur segment, and more are coming soon. 
Once the FCC treaty branch receives copies of the reports we have on 
file, diplomatic action will begin, taking the form of telegrams to the 
offending administrations. We have also sent the FCC all of our docu- 
mentation concerning the FAA weather link spur on 14195 kHz. The FAA 
technicians are aware of the radiation but have not been successful in 
finding its cause. We will keep you informed of all IW developments 
via these memos. 


2. Attached is the roster of active IWers as compiled on the 27th 
of June, in alphabetical order of callsign. Listed are all IWers who've 
sent us reports since Jan. 1, 1976. We need feedback on this roster so 
please send all corrections (changes of address, call, misspellings, 
etc.) to Intruder Watch c/o ARRL. While we're on the subject of correc- 
tions, these IW memos are giving us a good chance to update our mailing 
stencils, The post office has so far returned about five percent of 
the 576 copies of IW memo 1-76, which was mailed out a few weeks ago. 
Each one that's returned is corrected against the QST main run listings 
On microfiche. For the sake of economics, however, we need more input 
from you (postage is expensive). If there seems to be a problem in deliv- 
ery of IW mailings (wrong addresses that were forwarded, etc.), please 
let us know in a timely fashion. Have you moved recently? Make sure 
you indicate you are in the IW program when you send QST your change of 
address note. 


3. So far this year, we have received nearly zilch reports of any 
intruders in the 160-, 15- and 10-meter bands.- We assume that the lack 
of intruders on these bands is due to the poor band conditions. But is 
this really the case? Could it be that the poor conditions have simply 
discouraged IWers from listening on these frequencies? In 1979, the 
World Administrative Radio Conference (WARC) will determine frequency 


allocations for the remainder of this century. Currently, l15-meters 

is being eyed on an international scale by shortwave broadcast services 

and 10-meters is becoming interesting to fixed service ionospheric scat- 
ter links (again on an international scope). Even domestic broadcasters 
are looking to expand their service up to 1805 kHz. Without a source 

of objection to the presence of intruders on our shared bands (not simply 
the exclusive segments) we have no muscle with which to defend our rights 
to this spectrum space. Don't ignore 160, 15 & 10--conditions will improve 
long before 1979. 


4. In closing, I would like’ to re-stress some of the points that 
were made last time about reporting methods. It would be of extreme help 
if any patterns of operation were reported. Does the station transmit 
only on weekdays? Only at certain times of the day? Every day? Does 
the station announce that it is beaming its transmissions to a particular 
region of the globe? (This is especially important if the station announ- 
ces that it is beaming to region II). If it's mode is Fl, what frequency 
shift is it using? Bandwidth? Most important of alls af youvarend. 
sure of something, leave it blank rather than guessing at it or assuming 
it. Our IW reports are written evidence, and it does absolutely no good 
to our cause for them to be inaccurate.
